Hole country. Settlers of. that place ac- 
knowledged . to me that the presence of 
the Indiana this season of the year kept 
out tourists and hunting parties, and 
netted, them large losses ot revenue. One 
settler told me he had made $900 in the 
last se«»on guiding hunting parties and 
t»at the continued comlns of the Indiana 
into Jv~V«on's Hole country would ruin 
bis chances of making money." 


Detailing the mse, the agent says t("\t 


_»hen he went over Into tbe Hole coun- 
ty Saturday of last wc'v to~'look Into 
tbe trouble, he found the settlers simply 
wild for a fight, they having, according 
to his Investigation, accepted the prcs 
ent ni) a propitious time. "They wanted 
to imow what my report would be," he 
«MO, In" spe«vine of th« matter, "and 
were ve>^ much disgusted with me be- 
cause t could not come to their way of 
thinking. Now. I am not e. man who l« 
mushy with sentiment for the Indians, 
being a West Vlrxlnlan. having been on 
this agency only since October, but I did 
take pains,-to measure one thing up 
against Another, and that annoyed them. 
They wanted n, public meeting, but 
I 


discouraged that, for I knew it would 
do no good. No Indians would be "i 
ent, and tho whole thins would be one- 
sided, and would determine nothing. I 
preferred seeing the settlers singly and 
gathering material for- my report, but 
later gave In sufficient to be present at 
the mcetlnr. 


--~'-STben-my- attitude -atjgereil^lhem, for I 
questioned them as to the- Indians' right? 
and the customs of the white hunters and 
settlers In that section, I was branded 
aa a man afflicted with the Indian dL« 
case of a tenderfoot. I told them to stop 
their preparations for a sally out on an 
offensive Way against tbe Indians, »t 
they would surely bring trouble tn which 
many Innocent persons would be killed. 
You understand, they were blood-raw for 
a pitched fcattle, not being content to 
protect themselves and wait for the ar- 
rival of. troops to subjugate whatever 
hostility there was In the Indians. The 
night I spent there, there was one head 
pusher who seemed to be crazy on too 
subject of an attack. He kept preaching 
the danger that existed and Insisted that 
the settlers were going to be massacred 
that Sunday night. He sounded three 
four alarms during the course of 
the 


night, and 
had everybody score-.! 
death. 
"I want to say that the Indians wh» 
.have been reluming to the ngency since 
this killing, and they are many, have 
come back destitute without gun*, meat, 
hides, or any of their belongings. They 
aro in no condition to fight, and will only 
fight In case they are forced to do *o or 
unless a war spfrlt-whlch does not now 
exist so far as I know, gets abroad. I 
did not go over in tho mountains from 
the Hole to seek out Indians, for I rea- 
soned that It would not only be very dan- 
gerous to have any white men apparently 
marching out against them, but that thr 
thing would adjust Itself better It no- 
body went to them until the military 
came, but I would like'lt understood that 
I consider myself able to cope with these 
Indians if they Were not ftfrnld of 
the 


whites pouring lead into them at the first 
opportunity. What I mean Is that they 
are not what you ordinarily call hostile. 
•»nd If they knew me at apnVoachJng 
them, they would not hurt me, though 
you see they are highly nervous on ac- 
count of Jho open boasts of-the whites 
that they aro to be killed, and it would 
be unwise for any white person to ap-

.tcndunce of between 75 and 100 listeners 
to-day when Mr. Horr inaugurated tho 
ttext to tho last session ot the' great sil- 
ver debate, air.

.1 report of the finance commltttcc of the 
t'nitcd States Senate for tho purpose of 
showlnc thdt sold had not appreciated 
since IST3, and challenged his opponent's 
sincerity In basing his arguments In this 
matter upon Sauerbeck's tables, which 
are. compiled by an Kngllshman and 
bashed upon English views. In his reply 
to the charges, Mr, Harvey scored ono of 
the hardest bits that has yet been placed 
to his credit. He produced an article 
written by Mr. Horr in answer to 9 cor- 
respondent, which had appeared In the 
weekly edition of the New York Tribune, 
In which Mr. Horr scoffed ot the Idea 
which he has frequently advanced Jn Hn> 
present debate that human labor formed 
a trustworthy standard of value. 
Mr. 


Horr's reply to the correspondent, as 
quoted by Mr. Harvey, concluded with 
the words: "1'our system seems so ab- 
surd that I can hardly treat It souerly." 


In reply to the charge that he had un- 
fairly based his arguments upon a for- 
e)«>i table, Mr. Harvey produced o com- 
parative statement showing- that hla ar- 
guments would have been even more 
forcibly emphasized by the AldrJch re- 
port to the United States Senate, and 
further 
stated 
that his selection of 


Sauerbeck's figures was based uoon his 
belief and the generally a'cceplcd opinion 
that they were more authoritative. 


Mr. Harvey said he was accused by hla 


opponent of finding: fault with men and 
conditions for' tbe reasons, as he charged, 
that the silver people delighted to do so. 
Mr. Harvey continued: 
"He hg« touched a phase of human na- 


ture on which volumes might be Britten. 
It Is e, hope of all who toko an active 
Interest In the promotion of clvlll»»tlon 
chat the time will come when there will 
be nothing but contentment and happi- 
ness on this Mrth. But to reach that 
period we must remove tbe obstacles In 
the tvay. 'ine argument he makes has 
been used In all ages to fortify ncd de- 
fend the many. 1-jiere U one lnstun?o In 
tb!* country when that argument was, 
made and the answer to It' was' the Dec- 
laration of Independence. T-«ter the king 
Issued an amnesty proclamation offering 
peace to those who would lay do«n their 
arm* and the Insidious tongue told the 
people they were r>e»»lrnl»ts to further 
arraign the conditions under which they 
were llvinc. The »n»w«r to that wax 
Yorktonu. Tou cannot deter men who 
know their rights and dare maintain 
them, by an argument that Is Intended to 
lure them fiom the subject to which 
they Invite your Intelligent analysis. Mr. 
Horr's Inappropriate language consisted 
of words that might be addressed tn 
slaves, but not to free men." 


Mr. Haivoy, In defending his use of the 


Sauerbeck table to show the decline in 
prices of staple articles since 1S60. at- 
tacked tho Aldrtch table, which he said, 
was made by a committee of Ac United 
States Senate, and that one of the men 
who helped to m«Vo It was Edward At- 
kinson, whose bias could be judged by 
thA fact that he had recently said over 
his ovtii signature to a Chicago paper 
that the proper way to deal with a silver 
man Was to hit him over the head with 
a c.lub. Yet. that report showed a de- 
cline-In prices of 30 pel ecnt.-below-lS72 
and S per cent, below the price of iseo.

Bishop Potter holds strong and well de- 


fined'views upon Iho duty of tho clergy- 
men ol his chmeh toward that organiza- 
tion. -In a charge which ho delivered to 
the clerpymiMi i>f bis dloceso thrco or four 
years ago ho made clear to them just what) 
his views are upon this and other subjects 
of vital linportnnco .to Episcopalians. 
This document was Issued during ono of 
tho earlier periods of excitement over tho 
liberalism of Professor Brlggsof tho Union 
Theological seminary and ill bearing upon 
tho Presliyte.rlnn church. Tho Briftgs ex- 
citement hn<I brought about very general 
discussion of tho essentials of belief not 
only among his own denomination, but 
also 
nmong communicant* of other 


churches, Including tho Episcopal. 


' Tho first point brought out by this 


chargo of tho bishop was that tho cler«y 
Ho under different obligations to their 
Church than do the liilty. When orrtnlneil. 
they arc sworn to teach "tho Jl-ctrino of 
Christ as tills church hath^recclvcd tho 
eamc," and the bishop said tho notion, that 
after such jin mK.igonicnt they arc at lib- 
erty to renounce tlio doctrines of'tho 
church nml yet continue to hold piaco and 
emoluments to whkh they are entitled 
only by reason of that promise is "an im- 
moral ono." If nclerg) man concludes that 
ho c«n no longer continue tho propagation 
of tho faith "as received" by him, there 
U B» emir.* left V> Mr1 *"' withdrawal 
from his clerical position.

In Illustration of this point ho mid con- 


cerning the since deofwod Phillips Bnx>k« 
of Boston, who w«« made a bishop before 
his dcMb, that bcf«uso such a mun as Dr. 
Brooks did not fully indorse the doctrine 
of tho nriostollc succession wan no.roa- 
Bon whatever for the believers therein to 
deny him any of tho rights, privileges or 
courtesies that should bo extended to any 
Episcopal clergyman of approved doctrlno 
urTa good standing. Indeed Bishop Potter 
went further. He said that to suggest that 
nuch a man bo excluded from oven the 
highest office of tho church for any such 
nonefsentlal difference of belief wn-s a 
piece of "partisan Insolence." Through- 
out tho whole of this charge Bishop Potter 
-Bho»cd-hlmse«-toboftn-<«tremclyJ)mad 
and strong Irian. It was called out by ccr- 
fnln tendencies displayed by various Epis- 
copal clergy men of .New York and probably 
fostered by tin flght o«alnst Dr. Brlggs to 
prosecute ono another because of differ- 
ences of opinion, and It not only added 
greatly to tho bishop's prestige as a well 
rmlanced ecclesiastic, but it reduced 1m- 
l.innscly tho differences In tho Episcopal 
church In XoW York. 


Bishop Potter's determination to person- 


ally help In work among the poor of Now 
York will undoubtedly prove a gn«t stim- 
ulant to such work on tho part of the 
Episcopal clergy men In tho future and Is 
thercforu gn«tly to bo commended for its 
general and fniroachlng tendencies M 
•well M for the Immediate benefit that may 
bo received by those among whom ho hs« 
located blmielf for tho time being. ,

Indlanola, TeT...thence taken to Camp

Then they \yero taken overland to various 
Te-"vn point*, i.vjh carrying government 
stores of about 1,500 pounds. From 1857 
to 1881 somo of thcfo camels were kept at 
the United States forts at Bowie and El 
Paso. When tho civil «ar broke out, those 
furts wcro deserted ond tho camels al- 
lowed to roam away. They wandered into 
the mountains and deserts, making tnclr 
way to tho region of tho Colorado river, 
and oven into southsru California and tho 
Slln country. Some got down Into Mexico 
at least 60 rnlle» below tho territorial lim- 
1U, whore tho Indians killed and feasted 
on a numljcr during their fete days.

Flnnlly Ilecamc ElephvnU. 


When tlie eamels were finally distributed 


among various western army posts, the 
owners found tliey had "an elephant on 
their hands. ' ' The creatures were afflicted 
with strange and Incomprehensible dis- 
eases with which tho western horso doctor 
could not wrestle. Horses did not' like 
them and Ixvamc restive when stabled 
with tho ugly eastern visitors. • Ev«n the 
hostlers took violent dislike to tho poor 
beasts, cs tho labor of harnessing and 
packing them was onerous, and they were 
ever.i whero unwelcome and (jrudnnlly fell 
Info disuse. 


In 1801 the herd numbered nearly 60 


head. Some of tlieso wore In 1809 taken 
to the CoiiKtock mines for use in tho des- 
ert, and a train of 15 of theso beasts was 
employed In packing salt from Sand 
Springs, in a desert of salt and alkali 
ftliout 100' miles cast of Virginia City. 
Wagon?, too,- were, used In the transporta- 
tion of wilt from theso springs, and soon 
.with the old -of 'prairie schooners crowded 
out the business of the camels. Thoy wore 
then sold to Mexlmns, who used them In 
packing wood down tho mountains. 
Knocking about among tho mountains, 
tho wretched beasts soon boCAnio gaunt 
skeletons. They were finely sold to a 
ranchman on tho Carson river, whoturuod 
them out to ronm at their f^ncy and, to 
feed on tho prickly shrubs of tho desert, 
upon which, as they wcro somewhat like 
those of their native counUjr, theantmn'» 
thrived i>nd Increased. 


Next they were used by minors tor pack- 


ing ore from tho mountains to tho mills I" 
tho valleys. But soon the burro, the slow 
footed, easy going "canary bird" of tho 
Rockies, superseded them, <wd tho entire 
drove was sent adrift in tho wlldonjess. 
Todi»y tho c-imcls arc wild, hoary with 
years, nnd their hides have n«uraed a 
leathery appearance. Tncro arc only a 
few left now In the extreme southera por- 
tion of Arizona, and members of » rocont 
boundary commission reported that they 
Kftwtwo camels on tho lino between Ari- 
zona and Mexico near Sonoro. 


In the Glla country, who.* theso ini- 


mals roamed at ono time, Is tho groatcst 
souvenir left* by tho aboriginal ruccs of 
North America an Immense network of* 
prehistoric irrlijatlng canals. Their ago Is 
entirely a matter of conjecture. Only one 
tradition exists among tho present Indian 
tribes concerning them, and that Js ot 
their deslruct ion. 


Indian Tr»dltloi>«. 


In 1542 Coronado came from Spain seek- 


ing the seven cities of Cibola, expecting to 
wrest gloiy and rlehes from their conquest, 
as hnd Pi«>rro In Peru and Cortex In Mex- 
ico. Ho found these ruins of canals, but 
could loom nothing of their ago or build- 
ers. The' Indian tradition tcllsthot once 
these gi«at valleys of ttie Snlt nM Gila 
rlveiS wcro peopled by a dense nnd pros- 
perous nation that excelled all others In 
the building of vast palaces and tho man- 
ufacture of stone implements, but mostly 
by changing the toirible desert Into a 
mighty garden by putting Into U tho wa-, 
ters of- great rivers. 
•this people grow and multiplied so that 


all other tribes envied nnd ftnrcd them, 
and tho dwclleis on the mountains began 
to plot how they could seise tMs paiadlso 
In the valleys for themselves. So tho war- 
riors of the bills descended upon the peace- 
ful Inhabitants of theso volleys, and those 
vho were not killed fled southward. 


Soou afur great storw'« c"ne, and the 


rivers burst through nnd destroyed the 
v«t canals. No longer could tho conquer- 
ors wotcr their fields. Their Bialn burued 
and dlod. nnd tho trees ».«* parched and 
withered until their leaves crumbled In 
tho hand. Then they sent their D» Ittost 
runners to tho south to flnd tho people 
they had driven out and bring them bnck 
that tho secret of repairing these great 
Irrigating ditches might bo learned. 


A Few Dt»d Bodl**. 


But of all tho host that hod boon driven 


from tho vivHey tho runners could only 
flnd a few dead bodies on tho arid plains 
whoro tho unfortunate victims hod per- 
ished from hunger and thirst. Then the. 
tribes from tho hills know they had done 
wiong and that tho angur of tho fareat 
Spirit burned against them, ond they on- 
oeiwored to return to tho mountains, bat 
only a few Rucuocded. of Ui-sa «ho waro 
sick and' faint porlshod by tho way. 


•ibis is tho only legend of theso prehis- 


toric ruins. Curious fact It Is that the 
poor dumb brutes brought frora tho oldest 
countries of tho orient by tho. youngest 
,«Ki»umcnt Fhould drift to tho oldest re- 
irion of this country and puriah amid its 
ruin*.
